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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant alleges the prior art fails to disclose a 
plurality of characteristics configures to vary based on the selection of one of said plurality of activities. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees and would like to draw applicant's attention to the final rejection wherein the examiner has explained how Microsoft Paint 
teaches such limitations. However, to further clarify the explanation, Microsoft Paint is a simple program wherein the users are able to 
select from a first plurality of activities, some of which have distinct selectable characteristics associated with them. For example, the 
erase tool, the user can select from various shapes and sizes while for the selection (dotted line icon) tool, users can select from different 
shapes only, or the pencil tool, users can select from different colors as well. Each of these characteristics for each activity is different. 
The selection of color is a characteristic that is available for the pencil tool, but not the eraser tool. There are other characteristics that are 
only available to specific activities and not others. Applicant alleges the characteristics of the Microsoft Paint are always the same for that 
tool, regardless of activity. The examiner respectfully disagrees. The characteristics for certain tools are changeable such as color, size, 
and shape and are not always the same. Applicant alleges the "determining a first characteristic of a selected interactive tool... the first 
characteristic being configured to interact with the retrieved drawing activity application" and "determining a second characteristic of the 
selected interactive tool... the second characteristic being configured to interact with the retrieved second activity application and not the 
first activity application." The examiner respectfully disagrees. Microsoft Paint teaches the use of activities each with its unique set of 
characteristics wherein the user selects and activity and then associated characteristics for that activity. Said selected activity 
characteristics for the first activity are only applicable to that activity and not a second selected activity. The user may then customize the 
characteristics for subsequent activities which do not affect the selection of previous activities therefore it can be said that the second 
selection is configured to interact only with the second activity and not the first. . 
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
